Chief of Detectives Walter Storms

Phoenix to Richard Russell Thomas, 
a one-time male nurse to Chicago 
and now to jail awaiting sentence on 
a sex charge. 


Storms said there were some dis- 


crepancies in some parts of Thomas' 
oral statements relating to the bru- 
tal kidnaping and slaying of the 
Degnan girl. 


Quiz 2,000 Persons 


In the nearly six months of in- 


vestigating the crime, police have 
questioned more than 2,000 persons 
to 600 separate Inquiries.

He said Police Lt. John A. Olson

question Thomas, and "if we talk to 
him for 15 minutes we will know 
if he is the man." 


Storms said that early investiga- 


tion, after police here were told 
of Thomas' story by Sheriff Ernest 
Roach of Phoenix, disclosed that 
Thomas, married and the father of 
•three children, had twice been em- 
ployed at the Woodlawn hospital 
on the south side as an under- 
graduate nurse. He also said he had 
been a radio entertainer at a St. 
Louis radio station. 


Body Dismembered 


Storms said that Thomas' last 
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period of employment was January 
3 to January 7, 1946, and records at 
the hospital showed he had worked 
from II p. m. Jan. 6 to 7 a. m. Jan. 7. 
Suzanne was believed by police to 
have been kidnapped between 12:35 
a. m. and 2 a. m. Jan. 7, after be- 
ing stolen from her bed to the north 
side home of her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. James-E^Degnan. 


The child's body was dlsmemBeredr 


and parts were found in sewers 
near the Degnan home at 5943 Ken- 
more avenue.

Thomas 


told them he had used to cutting 
up Suzanne's body. Thomas said he 
had thrown into the lake the in- 
struments, which he said he had 
stolen, from Barnes hospital to St.

Storms said there was a possibility 


that Thomas was "trying to get out 
of an Arizona sentence." Thomas 
is to be sentenced Monday for a 
sex case Involving his own daugh- 
ter. If released before sentencing 
and returned here, he would es- 
cape going to jail, Storm said.

Phoenix trial that he had been con- 
victed of larceny to Nevada, feloni- 
ous extortion to Pennsylvania and 
passing worthless checks to Ken- 
tucky. 


In Phoenix, Sheriff Roach said 


Thomas volunteered the information 
after he had written a note to a 
jailer, Ertsel Stockton, which read: 


/'Will trade you some very vital 


information worth several thousand 
dollars reward money if you will do 
me a favor."

ty increased by over 1,500,000 pounds 
from 1940 to 1945 and the number 
of trees increased by 100,000 from 
117,000 In 1940 to 217,000 to 1945 
according to the agricultural cen- 
sus figures sent by the Department 
of Commerce, Washington, D. C., 
to the local Agricultural Extension 
office today. 
: 


While cherry production marked 


the biggest increase, more of nearly 
every type of agricultural product 
was produced on 1945 than to 1940 
according to the census. 


In 1940 the county, picked 2.581,- 


000 pounds of cherries. In 1945 the 
amount was 4,150,000 pounds, the 
census enumeration pointed out. 


The number of peach, trees was 


Increased from 293,000 to 355,000, 


from 293.- 


000 bushels to 1940 to 496,000 to 1945. 


While the number of apple trees 


jumped from 537,000 to 602,000, the 
yield dropped to 1945 to 1,326,000 
bushels. The 1940 apple production 
was 1,807,000 bushels. 


Corn acreage was increased from 


39,000 to 42,900, but again the weath- 
er prevented an increase in pro- 
duction with the yield 
dropping 


from 1,403,000 bushels to 1,016,000

Winter wheat acreage was reduced

(By The Associated Press) 


A virtual famine in fresh meat for 


most of the nation was reported to- 
day—with no indications of imme- 
diate relief—as the Senate prepared 
to act on the House-approved com- 
promise OPA bill retaining meat 
price controls. 


Some packer industry spokesmen 


said should the bill become law, 
keeping the lids 
in livestock and 


meat prices, the country's meat sup- 
ply "will get even worse." 


Others asserted the scarcity would 


continue for several months. One 
large packer said 
the 
shortage 


would continue "until the fate of 
OPA is determined," There 
were 


threats of a complete shutdown 
of facilities from packing houses 
to retail markets to Los Angeles be- 
cause of expressed dissatisfaction 
over the OPA bill provisions. 


Fish and fowl and eggs replaced 


the main meat dish on the country's 
dinner tables as hundreds of butcher 
shops across the country closed. 
Operations in packing plants drop- 
ped to new all time low levels. 


The abnormally low volume of 


livestock at markets during the 


two weeks £as resulted ia Gs* 


lowest output in history at many 
plants. 


An increase in livestock receipts, 


tiowever, was expected next week 
by some industry spokesmen who 
said many farmers "would release 
cattle which they have been hold- 
ing back pending settlement of the 
OPA issue. 


The larger run in the weeks 


ahead, they said, would be seasonal 
as grass cattle move to market, but 
some expresseed belief that the to- 
tal meat output during the next 
six months might be less than in 
the corresponding period of last 
year.

cities even cold cuts were hard to 
get through normal channels.

(By The Associated Press) 
A virtual famine in fresh m eat for 
most of the nation was reported to­ 
day—with no indications of imme­ 
diate relief—as the Senate prepared 
to act on the House-approved com­ 
promise OPA bill retaining m eat 
price controls. 
Some packer industry spokesmen 
said should the bill become law, 
keeping the lids 
in livestock and 
m eat prices, the country’s m eat sup­ 
ply "will get even worse.” 
O thers asserted the scarcity would 
continue for several months. One

said

would continue "until the fate of 
OPA is determ ined.” 
There 
were 
threats of a complete shutdown 
of facilities from packing houses 
to retail m arkets in Los Angeles be­ 
cause of expressed dissatisfaction 
over the OPA bill provisions.

This world might be saved a lot 


of worry and possibly more serious 
trouble if Stalin would hire and take 
the advice of a good American 
newspaper editor, nationally-experi- 
enced politician, or public relations 
man. 
I hear through central European 


diplomatic circles that: 


1—Moscow was much surprised 


and taken aback by the extent of 
American reaction to Russian ac- 
tivities in Iran; that Stalin couldn't 
understand what difference it made 
to us and, if he had"* anticipated 
the result, would not have considered 
the project worth^ the ensuing row. 


2—Stalin said some time ago that 


Russia did not need '"much, more" 
to complete her "security" cam- 
paign: and that whatever this is 
may have_ been delayed in the hope 
that, first, America can be convinced 
that it is proper. 


• 3 The Soviet actually desires to 
establish greater accord with the 
United States, that Stalin has said 
it must be done; tliat he sees little 
if any hope of a real accord with 
the Britisn empire and, faced by 
the solidarity between Britain and 
America, lias not been able to dis- 
cover a practical means of combat- 
ting the former while collaborating 
with the latter.

INDIANS FAVOR 


INDEPENDENT 
FEDERATION 


By PAUL MASON 


New Delhi, June 26 </P>—The all- 


India Congress party accepted to- 
day a long-range British plan for 
an independent federated union of 
India, but rejected proposals for the 
establishment of an interim govern- 
ment. 
The decision was reached after a 


final two-hour meeting of thja Con- 
gress working committee and was 
announced by Maulana Abul Kalam 
Azad, the party's president, who 
communicated the information to 
Viceroy Lord Wavell by telephone. f 
In view of the Congress party's 


acceptance of the long-range plan, 
informed quarters said, a new offi- 
cial statement on India's constitu- 
tional future may be made shortly 
—perhaps tonight or tomorrow. 


Planned Cabinet 


There was some speculation that 


the British proposals for an in- 
terim government might be scrapped 
and that new suggestions would 
be submitted to leaders of all 
Indian political groups. 


The original proposals called for 


a 14-man cabinet, on which the 
Congress party and the Moslem's 
league each would have had five 
representatives, with the remaining 
four seats going to minority groups. 
"The Moslem league announced its 
acceptance of the British cabinet 
mission's long-range proposals for 
Indian independence on June 6, 
and its spokemen had indicated ap- 
proval of the interim government 
plan although the league had taken 
no formal action on that question. 


Paper Is Critical 


"While the Congress party's ac- 


ceptance of the long-range pro- 
posals was generally regarded as a

New Delhi. June 26 (A*)—-The all- 
India Congress party accepted to­ 
day a long-range British plan for 
an independent federated union of 
India, but rejected proposals for the 
establishment of an interim govern­ 
ment. 
The decision was reached after a 
final two-hour meeting of the Con­ 
gress working committee and was 
announced by Maulana Abul Kalam 
Azad, tile party’s president, who 
communicated the information to 
Viceroy Lord Wavell by telephone. 
In view of the Congress party’s 
acceptance of the long-range plan. 
Informed quarters said, a new offi­ 
cial statement on India’s constitu­ 
tional future may be made shortly 
—perhaps tonight or tomorrow. 
Planned Cabinet 
There was some speculation that 
the British proposal^ for an in­ 
terim government might be scrapped 
and that new suggestions would 
be submilted 
to 
leaders of 
all 
Indian political groups. 
The original proposals called for 
14-man cabinet, on which the 
Congress party and the Moslem’s 
league each would have had five 
representatives, with the remaining 
four seats going to minority groups. 
The Moslem league announced its 
acceptance of the British cabinet 
mission's long-range proposals for 
Indian independence on June 6, 
and its spokemen had indicated ap­ 
proval of the interim government 
plan although the league had taken 
no formal action on that question. 
Paper Is Critical 
While the Congress party’s ac­ 
ceptance of the long-range pro­ 
posals was generally regarded as a 
long step forward in settling India’s 
political 
future, 
the 
newspaper 
"Dawn’’—Organ of the Moslem lea­ 
gue—was critical of the Congress’ 
failure 
to 
approve 
the 
interim 
government plan after long delay. 
“At long last the Congress is 
reported to have rejected the in­ 
terim 
plan,” 
Dawn 
Said. 
"Who 
knows if anything ever will be the 
‘last*.’’

End Hosiery Strike

William M. Leader, president of 
Branch I, American Federation of 
Hosiery Workers (CIO), ordered the 
idle employes to return to their Jobs 
today, and said the strike, unau­ 
thorized by the National union, re­ 
sulted in dissatisfaction over a 5% 
cent pay hike recently granted by 
a three-man wage tribunal. 
The union had sought an increase 
of 12% cents an hour. 
Leader had warned yesterday that 
the strike might close every one of 
the 39 mills in this area.

Pittsburgh, Pa., June 26 (ZP)—The 
"High traffic fatality rate Is a n a­ 
tional scandal," Major Gen. Philip 
B. Fleming declared 
here today, 
and only concerted efforts by every 
citizen can reduce the “senseless 
slaughter.” 
Fleming, Federal Works adminis­ 
trator and general chairman of the 
President's recent highway safety 
conference in Washington, addressed 
the Mayor’s highway safety confer­ 
ence called by Mayor David L. Law­ 
rence. 
As a result of the President’s con­ 
ference, Fleming said, 16 governors 
have arranged safety conferences 
in their states but the Pittsburgh 
meeting is tile first major municipal 
safety conference. 
Pointing to the multiple problems 
involved in highway safety, Flem­ 
ing said he had often been puzzled 
by "what we are willing to do to 
promote fast highway travel and 
what we seem willing to do to make 
that travel safe." He said $3,000,- 
000,000 would be spent in the nation 
in the next three years for streets 
and highways "but almost nothing 
to make such travel safe." 
Cities Biggest Hazards 
“It is the city that constitutes 
our greatest traffic bottleneck and 
presents the 
greatest hazards 
to 
life,” Fleming declared. He 
then 
praised the 1944 Federal Highway 
act, which he 
said would 
make 
funds available for the first time 
on a large scale for Federal aid 
highways in urban areas. 
The 1944 act, he said, "makes 
possible an ambitious beginning upon 
the removal of some of these city 
hazards." 
He complimented Pittsburgh as 
"already far advanced” in planning 
express highways and said the fu­ 
ture will bring “more rural roads 
like the Pennsylvania turnpike." 


REDS AND U. S. 
DIM HOPES FOR 
TRIESTE PLANS

puted city of Trieste dimmed today 
the prospects for an early compro­ 
mise solution to the key issue block­ 
ing peace treaties for Italy and the 
Balkans.

Four assembled for another try at

ences preventing completion of peace 
pacts for Romania, Hungary and 
Bulgaria. American sources voiced 
doubt that the French plan, lor 
Trieste—claimed by both the Italians 
and the Yugoslavs—would work. 
Cite Past Failures 
They said the plan, under which 
the stretegic Adriatic port city would 
be 
internationalized 
under 
the 
United Nations for IO years with 
its final sovereignty to be decided 
by a plebiscite a t the end of th at 
time, was under study, but com­ 
mented that similar plans In the 
past never had worked very well. 
This apparently was a reference to 
Danzig and Flume. 
The sentiment of tile Russians, 
who have adamantly demanded th at 
the city be given to Yugoslavia, was 
reflected in a dispatch from Moscow 
which quoted the official Russian 
news agency, Tass, as saying the 
Soviet Union could not accept in ­ 
ternationalization because it would 
be contrary to Yugoslav national 
aspirations, 
British Stand Uncertain 
Russian Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov and James F. Byrnes, U. S. 
Secretary of State, discussed the 
French proposal last night at a 30- 
minute conference in the American 
delegation headquarters and later 
dined with British Foreign Secre­ 
tary Ernest Bevin. 
The British position on the pro­ 
posal was difficult to gauge, but 
conference observers speculated that 
since first news of the French sug­ 
gestion came from British sources, 
London might be trying to chill the 
idea with premature publicity. 
The deadlocked questions of the 
Franch-Italian frontier, free navi 
gation and the Danube and dis­ 
posing! of Italian naval units all 
were discussed yesterday by the Big 
Four, but without any agreement.

The fund to be used for helping 
small churches will be raised by 
assessments against the wealthier 
churches.

Glider Meet Has 


New Significance 


Washington, June 26 (/P)—Heads 


of the army and navy air forces to- 
day assured Rep. Cole (R-NY) that 
official 
observers will note with 


"great interest" developments at 
the 13th annual national soaring 
contest at Elmira, N. Y., August 
3-18. 


The meet, first to be held since 


1941 when war conditions necessi- 
tated cancellation, takes on "new 
significance" this year, Cole told a 
reporter "because of the importance 
glider transportation of troops as- 
sumed during the recent conflict." 


"Many of the lessons learned at 


the earlier meets," he said, "were 
)f incalculable value to the army 
when it undertook to transport 
Droops to combat areas by the plane- 
glider tow method."

Sallada, chief of the Navy's Bureau 
of Aeronautics, outlined to Cole the 
extent of their command's partici- 
pation in the contest.

New currency restrictions in oc- 


cupied Europe are sounding the 
death knell to one of the greatest 
military rackets in history. The in- 
troduction of serial numbered cur- 
rency control books is ending a 13- 
month ride at the taxpayer's ex- 
pense. 


The racket in its simplest form 


was based on the sale "of cigarets, 
army food and candy to hungry 
Germans for exorbitant sums in Al- 
lied currency marks, most of which1 
were printed by the Russians. 


It began with the first American 


troops to enter Berlin. Soldiers 
found that they could get $100 to 
$200 for a carton of cigarets, $5 to 
$10 for a bar of chocolate. They 
could then take the marks to the 
nearest 
army postoffice, 
convert 


them into money orders and mail 
them to relatives or banks in the 
United States against a postwar 
rainy day.

Bigr Scale Operations 


The racket spread like a prairie 


fire thrdughbut the Army of Occu- 
pation. It knew no rank. Colonels 
and corporals played the game to- 
gether, 
sometimes 
standing 
for 


hours at the post office windows. A 
riew group of big-time operators 
arose known as "The Berlin Mil- QQQ annually, 
lionaires." Instead of relying on the 
peddling of extra army cigaret ra- 
tions, they imported their own car- 
tons from the States by the hun- 
dreds. There were too many in the 
racket for it to have any social stig- 
ma. Some "were" reported to nave 
made as much.aafifty .to a hundred 
thousand dollars -in-a--few months. 


Embarrassed 
by -the, discovery 


that the army was sending home 
three times Jhe amount it was-being followin 
paid, authorities last fall made their strikes, 
first attempt to control the racket. 
They distributed currency exchange 
control books which listed each sol- 
dier's pay. Money transfers 
to 


America and sums spent in Ger- 
many in excess of $10 were deducted. 
Unfortunately, however, no central 
record of the books was kept. En- 
terprising warriors and civilians at- 
tached to the army found little dif- 
ficulty in obtaining several extra 
books. By astute private bookkeep- 
ing they c<Juld make their own en- 
tries and parley their earnings sev- 
eral times. 


Looking For Loopholes 


A soldier with a $200 balance in 


his legal book, for example, could 
prepare identical entries in four ex- 
tra books and send home $1,000. 


The new books will be serially 


numbered and a central check made 
so that no soldier can manipulate 
with extra books. 


Already the steady operators are 


looking for loopholes. "A smart guy 
can always find his way through 
any system," they say. 


But finance officers are confident 


the new books will cut the flood of 
illegal postal money orders to a 
dribble by eliminating the "easy 
money amateurs." They feel the 
average soldier is unwilling to risk 
detection on open forgery. 


Still untouched is one way of 


capitalizing on black market nico- 
tine profits — the purchase of Ger- 
man glassware, antiques and other 
property for resale or use in Amer- 
ica. German goods of any kind are 
so high however, that this trade is 
negligible in comparison. 


Many feel that the best way to 


reduce the black market to its 
minimum is to arrange for the ship- 
ment and sale of cigarettes and to- 
bacco to Germany in such quantities 
as to make illegal dealing unprofit- 
able. 


TURNPIKE WILL 


REFUND BONDS 


Harrisbury, June 26 fP>—With re- 


ceipts on the Pennsylvania turnpike 
now greater than at any time since 
its construction the commission op- 
erating the $70,000,000 toll road be- 
tween, Harrisburg and! Pittsburgh is 
planning to refund $42,300,000 in 
outstanding bonds. 


The first steps were taken yester- 


day with announcement of the em- 
ployment of law firms in New York 
and Philadelphia to handle the bond 
issues. 


At the same time a New York 


firm of consulting engineers was 
engaged to make a traffic study "to 
show what the future holds" for the 
turnpike. 


The commission said the plan of 


refunding the present financing of 
the turnpike would take place "some 
time after the next Interest period, 
which is August 1, 1946." 


The turnpike was built with an 


outright federal-grant and. bonds 
which pay 3% per cent interest at 
the present time. A 1945 law au- 
iiorized the commission to issue re- 
"unding bonds, but provided . that 
any such bonds must bear interest at 
.east one-fourth of one per cent less 
;han the old rate.

Glider Meet Has 
New Significance* 


Washington, June 26 (ZP)—Heads 
of the army and navy all* forces to­ 
day assured Rep. Cole (R-NY) that 
official observers will note with 
‘great Interest” developments at 
the 13th annual national soaring 
contest at Elmira, N. Y., August 
3-18. 
Tile meet, first to be held since 
1941 when war conditions necessi­ 
tated cancellation, takes on “new 
significance” this year, Cole told a 
reporter “because of the importance 
glider transportation of troops as­ 
sumed during the recent conflict.” 
“Many of the lessons learned at 
the earlier meets,” he said, “were 
of incalculable value to the army 
when It undertook to transport 
troops to combat areas by the plane- 
gllder tow method.” 
Gen. Carl Spaatz, army air forces 
commander, and Rear Admiral H. B. 
Saliada, chief of the Navy's Bureau 
of Aeronautics, outlined to Cole the 
extent of their command's partici­ 
pation in tile contest. 


NEW CURRENCY 
RESTRICTIONS 
BREAK RACKETS 


By HALE BOYLE 
Berlin (A1)—The golden era when 
an American soldier could translate 
a carton of cigarets in Germany 
into a $150 bank deposit bock home 
is over. 
New currency restrictions In oc­ 
cupied Europe are sounding the 
death knell to one of the greatest 
military rackets in history. The in­ 
troduction of serial numbered cur­ 
rency control books is ending a 13- 
month ride at tile taxpayer's ex­ 
pense. 
The racket in Its simplest form 
was based on the sale of cigarets, 
army food and candy to hungry 
Germans for exorbitant sums in Al­ 
lied currency marks, most of Which 
were printed by the Russians. 
It began with the first American 
troops to enter Berlin. Soldiers 
found that they could get $100 to 
$200 for a carton of cigarets, $5 to 
$10 for a bar of chocolate. They 
could then take the marks to the 
nearest 
army 
postoffice, 
convert 
them into money orders and mail 
them to relatives or banks In the 
United States against a postwar 
rainy day. 
Big Scale Operation* 
The racket spread like a prairie 
fire throughout the Army of Occu­ 
pation. It knew no rank. Colonels 
and corporals played the game to­ 
gether, 
sometimes 
standing 
for 
hours at the post office windows. A 
new group of big-time operators 
arose known as “The Berlin Mil­ 
lionaires.” Instead of relying on the 
peddling of extra army cigaret ra­ 
tions, they imported their own car­ 
tons from the States by the hun­ 
dreds. There were too many in the 
racket for it to have any social stig­ 
ma. Some "were ’ reported to have 
made as much as fifty to a hunched 
thousand dollars in a few months. 
Embarrassed 
by 
Che 
discovery 
that the army was sending home 
three times the amount It was being 
paid, authorities last fall made their 
first attempt to control the racket. 
They distributed currency exchange 
control books which listed each sol­ 
dier’s 
pay. Money 
transfers 
to 
America and sums spent in G er­ 
many in excess of $10 were deducted. 
Unfortunately, however, no central 
record of the books was kept. En­ 
terprising warriors and civilians a t­ 
tached to the army found little dif­ 
ficulty In obtaining several extra 
books. By astute private bookkeep­ 
ing ti icy cduld make their own en­ 
tries and parley their earnings sev­ 
eral times. 
Looking For Loopholes 
A soldier with a $200 balance in 
his legal book, for example, cotild 
prepare identical entries in four ex­ 
tra books and send home $1,000. 
The new books will be serially 
numbered and a central check made 
so that no soldier can manipulate 
with extra books. 
Already the steady operators are 
looking for loopholes. "A smart guy 
can always find his way through 
any system,” they say. 
But finance officers are confident 
the new books will cut the flood of 
illegal postal money orders to a 
dribble by eliminating the “easy 
money amateurs." They feel the 
average soldier Is unwilling to risk 
detection on open forgery. 
Still untouched Is one way of 
capitalizing on black market nico­ 
tine profits — the purchase of Ger­ 
man glassware, antiques and other 
property for resale or use in Amer­ 
ica. German goods of any kind are 
so high however, that tills trade is 
negligible in comparison. 
Many feel that the best way to 
reduce the black market to its 
minimum is to arrange for the ship 
merit and sale of cigarettes and to­ 
bacco to Germany in such quantities 
as to make illegal dealing unprofit­ 
able.

REFUND BONDS 


Harrisburg, June 2$ (AV-Wlth re­ 
ceipts on the Pennsylvania turnpike 
now greater than at any time since 
Its construction the commission op­ 
erating the $70,000,000 toll road be­ 
tween Harrisburg and Pittsburgh is 
planning to refund $42,300,000 in 
outstanding bonds. 
The first steps were taken yester­ 
day with announcement of the em* 
ployment of law Arms in New York 
and Philadelphia to handle the bond 
Issues. 
At the same time a New York 
Arm of consulting engineers was 
engaged to make a traffic study "to 
show what the future holds” for the 
turnpike. 
The commission said the plan of 
refunding the present financing of 
the turnpike would Uke place “some 
time after the next interest period, 
which is August I, 1946 ’* 
The turnpike was built with an 
outright federal grant auld bonds 
which pay 3% per cent Interest at 
the present time. A 1945 law au­ 
thorized the commission to issue re­ 
funding bonds, but provided that 
any such bonds must bear interest at 
least one-fourth of erne per cent less 
than the old rate.

Householders Pay 
For Pay Increases 


Washington^ June 26 MPv-The na­ 
tion’s coal bill Is up $267,250,000 a 
year, by OPA estimate. 
The price agency figures that yes­ 
terday's order boosting anthracite 
ceilings an average of 91 cents a 
ton will represent a total of $44,500,- 
000 annually. 
Most of that comes out of the 
budget of householders, the major 
users of hard coal. Commercial and 
industrial users took the principal 
rap on last Friday's 40H cents a ton 
increase on bituminous coal—esti­ 
mated by OPA at $222,750,000. 
The bulk of both Increases is at­ 
tributed to the new wage agreement

4. Studies looking to a possible 
upward revision of pay schedules 
along with allowances for food, 
quarters and travel. 
5. Measures to train officers bet­ 
ter for leadership, assign them “in 
the best Interests of the .service,” 
and to overhaul the present system 
of promotions.

6. Rewriting of regulations to de­ 
fine “essential" privileges of officers 
and to prohibit or minimize “pos­ 
sible abuses of authority and pres­ 
tige."

Washington, June 27 (/P)—Senator 


O'Daniel (D-Texas) sought recogni- 
tion in the Senate today for a 
chance to talk OPA to death. 


If he could talk steadily until 


Sunday midnight, or call up vocal 
reinforcements, he could succeed— 
Jn theory at least. The present OPA 
law expires June 30. 


However, there is no present in- 


dication that any colleague will team. 
up with O'Daniel in his projected 
talkathon. And the leadership is de- 
termined to keep the Senate in long- 
hour sessions if necessary to bring 
the compromise price control ex- 
tension bill to a final vote. 


May Not Kill OPA 


As a matter of practical legisla- 


tion, even a now-till-Sunday non- 
stop speech would cause no more 
than a brief lapse in price control 
regulations. A majority of the Sen- 
ate obviously is in a mood to ap- 
prove the measure jsvorked out_by 
a joint conference committee. And 
the extension bill would be effective 
if passed a few hours or even a few 
days past the deadline. 


O'Daniel, a former flour salesman 


who campaigned for office with a 
hill-billy band and a "Pass the Bis- 
cuits Pappy" theme song, main- 
tained an appearance of bright op- 
timism.
